This condition of affairs, according ta 
MeClintock, arises from the fact that on 
no elevated platform or subway station 
of the Boston Elevated railway can an 
eight-cent transfer be purchased. 

Persons in outlying sections reached by 
the Boston Elevated cars can go to 
Chelsea for eight cents because such 
transfers are issued on all surface cars 
of the Boston Elevated but those who 
take Boston Elevated cars at the tunnel, 
subway or elevated stations must pay 
10 cents to get to the residential section 
of Chelsea and beyond. 

The people of Chelsea want to be 
able to get to all points of the Boston 
Elevated system for 5 cents and 1 cent 
additional for toll through the East Bos- 
ton tunnel. on an equal footing with 
other suburbs of Boston.

As in former years, Chicago's strength 
is in the short runs and the field events. 
The strongest event is probably . the 
quarter with six Philadelphia relay men 
on the list, two of which are consistently 
better than 50s., and a seventh who is 
claimed by some to be better than all 
the others. The team this year is made 
up almost entirely of old point winners. 

In the dash there is a strong line-up, 
with Straube, winner of the 1909 confer- 
ence 100; Eberle Wilson, the leading re- 
cruit from the 1913 team; W. H. Kuh, 
second to Straube at Illinois last year, 
and G. S. Skinner, a cross-country man 
who won the dash in the inter-class 
meet. Straube is probably the fastest 
man, with a consistent mark of 53-5s. 

The hurdles will be well cared for by 
Crawley, captain of last year's football 
team, Menaul, the former Englewood 
star, G. E. Kuh and L. H. Whiting. 

The 440 combination inclydes Daven- 
port. Straube, Earle, Gifford, Menaul, 
Timblin and Skinner. Ira Davenport is 
perhaps the greatest quarter-miler that 
ever wore the maroon. His achievements 
in last year’s conference, winning the 
quarter in 484-5s. and the half in Im. | 
56 3-5s., has never been equalled in Am- 
erican intercollegiate history. Taylor of 
Pennsylvania once did 484-5s. in the 
quarter, and Parsons of Yale holds the 
record of Im, 562-5s., but never before 
have these two marks been set by one 
man in one meet. 

Straube has a record of 49 2-5s., made 
in 1909. Earle, Gifford, Menaul and 
Timblin have all held places on the Phil- 
adelphia relay team. Skinner has not 
much past performance to his credit, but 
is doing fast work now and is fore- 
casted by some critics as an exceptional! 
man. It is likely that Davenport, Earle 
and Gifford will be used in the quarter. 
and Straube saved for the dash and half, 
Menaul for the high jump, Timblin for 
the half and Skinner in the distances. 
The half has the same men, with the 
addition of Donovan, a 1913 man, who 
has a mark of 2m. 2s. 

Scholarship troubles make the two 
hest distance men ineligible, Gowley and 
Reed, both last year’s freshmen with 
marks in the mile below 4m. 35s. There 
is left Long. a good consistent worker, 
but not a star, ana Timblin, Donovan 
and Carpenter. Long won the mile in 
the Illinois indoo meet mst year. Car- 
penter is a cross-country man. 

Four good men are out for the pole 
vault, Captain Rogers, Coyle, Baldwin 
and Crawley. Rogers is a good indoor 
man, with a mark of 11.ft. 5 ins. 
Crawley has the same record, but will 
probably not be used in this event owing 
to the number of other events in which 
he will be needed. Coyle, 11 ft. 3 ins., 
is eligible for the first time since he 
entered the university three years ago. 
Baldwin, 11 ft. 3 ins., is a former 
Amherst man eligible this vear. How- 
ever, he may not vault this year. 

Crawley and Menaul are brought out 
in the high jump, both 5 ft. 10 in. men. 
They are also in the shot, with Wilson 
the third man. Menaul has been doing 
43 ant 44 ft. consistently in practise.

Although sever:.l of the large New 
York banks have added very substanti- 
ally to their holdings of bonds during 
the last two or three months, the Bos- 
ton national banks have added to their 
holdings only $2,700,000, which, how- 
ever, represent: an addition of 27 per 
cent.

$12,304,000, as against $9,672,000

In any case, however, Bos- 
ton national banks have never been 
heavy bond buyers, either directly or 
through syndicate participation. It 1s 
of interest to note that under the na- 
tional banking act there is no arbitrary 
legal limit *o the amount of bonds a 
bank miay hold. On the other hand, 
they are not allo--ed to purch:.se stocks 
for investment, and are only permitted 
to acquire stocks when taken in ; 
ment of dishonored debts. 

As compared with security holdings 
of some of the big New York banks, the 
bond holdings of the Boston banks indi- 
vidually or in the aggregate are small. 
The National City Bank, which, 
course, With deposits of $146,000,000, 
has nearly two thir; at great deposits 
as all Boston banks combined, holds 
$38,000,000 of bonds and securities, or 
thre times the amount of all the local 
banks.

Notwithstanding several factors ad- 
verse to large production of coal and to 
prosperity of operators and big carriers, 
the year 1910 with the possible exception 
of 1907, was the largest in point of pro- 
duction and tonnage carried by the coal 
rodtis in the country’s history.

EDITORIAL 


Aldrich Plan 
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Boston, Mass., Thursday, January 19, 1911. 


SENATOR NELson W. Atpricu of. Rhode 
Island, as chairman of the national mon- 
etary commission, submitted to that body on 
Tuesday his long-looked-for scheme for the 
revision of national banking legislation espe- 
cially with a view to the solution of the 
currency problem. It is only reasonable to 
assume that this plan embodies to a large 
degree the views of his associates on the 
commission. It might not be going too far 
to say that it embodies the views of leaders in the financial and 
coninercial world with whom it is known Mr.-Aldrich has been in 
close communication of late. Whatever else may be thought or said 
of it, it may be taken for granted that it is offered as the result 
of a careful study of the monetary situation in this country, its 
peculiar needs, and the numerous and various proposals that have 
been offered with thé hope of meeting them. 

The trend of opinion has been decidedly against the proposi- 
tion. While the idea of a central bank has appealed to many as 
being, perhaps, the best ineans of determining the currency needs 
of the country tinder varying industrial and commercial conditions, 
and while it has had weight with many as, possibly, the most effec- 
tive safeguard against repetition of the experience of 1907, yet 
there has invariably been a pause at the poimt of indorsing a pro- 
posal that would place such tremendous power in the hands of 
an administration at Washington. 

Some of the most earnest and enthusiastic friends of central- 
ization and the new nationalism have hesitated to give sanction 
to so far-reaching a measure. Many of the leading financiers who 
were expected to give it hearty support declined to indorse it. It 
became clearer and clearer as the debate proceeded that neither 
of the great political parties would be willing to shoulder the respon- 
sibility of it. If Senator Aldrich ever entertained the thought of 
making the central bank a part of his monetary reform plan he 
abandoned it. 

What he offers by way of substitute is certain to challenge 
quite as much discussion and to arouse quite as much opposition 
as the original bank scheme. The senator proposes a national 
association of bankers and business men which shall have a cap- 
ital of $300,000,000, with branch associations, government repre- 
sentation on the board; each branch board to include a certain 
number of men not bankers. The President would have power to 
remove governors and deputy governors. The organization would 
not be controlled “by ambitious monetary .interests or dominated 
by political influence.” 

There would be close restrictions, but out of even this plan, in 
the thought of the ordinary man, arises still the framework of 
a central bank.

The tropics, perhaps, call 
for less exertion; consequently, greater 
leisure may enter even the domain of build- 
ing construction. But the Kingston of 1911 
is already so much superior to the Jamaican capital of the year of 
the earthquake that returning tourists ‘from the island are loud in 
their praise for what has been accomplished. 

Jamaicans are loyal to the mother country. It requires only 
a short stay in the island to see that Great Britain holds first 
place in the estimate of the people. But Jamaica is not alone a 
locality where romance and enjoyment nestle in luxurious tropical 
environments ; Jamaicans are a progressive business people. In this 
respect the island has a tradition of which it may well be proud. 
The fertility of the soil brought riches to the surface many years 
ago, and many plantations and many ships gave wealth to the 
inhabitants. Then came a period of stagnation. Next entered the 
American. He saw his opportunity and invested his money. Again 
Jamaica became prosperous. For this reason Jamaicans see in 
the United States both a neighbor and a friend. The business 
relations between the island and this country are of the closest. 

If reciprocity arrangements must be made between the island 
and other sections, Jamaica does not wish to enter into any agree- 
ment detrimental to the trade with the United States. There has 
been much talk of late as to reciprocity with Canada. Jamaicans, 
apparently, do not take kindly to the idea. The suggestion. has 
been advanced that granting of a subsidy for faster’ steamship 
communications might prove advantageous. This may be a good 
thing for both Canada and the island, but it is not the intention of 
the people of Jamaica to increase their business with anybody at 
the expense of the United States. 

In pursuing their present course the Jamaicans are perhaps 
following along the lines of least resistance. The island is profiting 
greatly from tourist travel, and most of the visitors come from 
the United States. The future of the West Indies, however, is 
not made secure by building solely on what visitors net the inhab- 
itants. The products of the islands, especially of Jamaica, are the 
real sources of revenue. Money comes in return for what is sent 
to market. 

Development of Jamaica with American capital has been the 
means not only of an increased productivity but also of an increased 
demand for American goods. Renewed plantation activity called 
for great quantities of machinery. Proximity of the United States 
caused a preference for American building material, and in the 
reconstruction of Kingston American steel mills have shared con-

siderably. Then, too, foodstuffs not indigenous to the island are 
required in much larger quantities with the advent of the tourist 
Here, again, the United States*has of late had the pref- 
erence. °* ! 

It is not strange that Great Britain should wish to bring all its 
West Indian colonies into a closer bond with the mother country 
and the Dominion of Canada. But with Americans developing the 
larger part of the island, it would seem hardly reasonable to have 
Jamaican enterprise hampered by measures that would operate 
against broad commercial relations with the United States. 


WirHovut doubt gradually mounting ‘senti- 
ment against waste will take more cognizance 
eventually of the so-called “treating” habit, 
for the practise is intimately assocjated with 
the past and present high cost of living. It 
does not appear, from a logical point of view, 
why either men or women should feel called 
to bestow invariably upon every friend they 
meet at random some token of esteem in the 
form of carfare, a meal at a restaurant, 
a trip to the theater or to the lecture. -On the other hand, that 
is a privilege they may exercise to their heart’s content and to which 
there can be no strong objection unless their outlay borders on 
extravagance. But, although no ordinance, statute or unwritten law 
prescribes that one man shall treat another, men bow unresistingly 
to the mandate of a hazily defined belief that nickel, dime, quarter 
or still greater tributes cannot be avoided without attracting deroga- 
tory opinions. To this larger class must appeal powerfully the 
example of those who rebel against the treating for which. there 
is no warrant, steadfastly declining to distribute or to accept such 
favors. 

Eliminating considerations of seeming policy or generosity from 
the prospect, what is there left to recommend treating as a habit? 
Even granting that it has some merits, they are few and far between. 
One does not have to cultivate frugality in order to, see the unwisdom 
of permitting any continuous drain on the pocketbook from what 
experience teaches to be of little or no benefit in the long run to 
any one concerned. If two acquaintances happen to board the same 
car, perchance, why is it that each hastens to pay the fares of both? 
What is the reason that the one who is treated murmurs something 
about getting even next time? Can competition of this kind be 
reconciled with the fitness of things when neither of these friends 
boarded the car at the other's invitation? Is it not probable that 
many of the persons treated in this or similar ways would prefer 
to pay their own expenses, but refrain from making known that wish 
in order to give no offense? What if friends agreed to pay for 
their own meals, fares, theater and lecture tickets when going about 
together, and permitted no infractions of that rule? These points 
are worthy of entertainment. 

There are fine distinctions in the matter of treating, questions 
of whether the treat is justifed and acceptable or otherwise. Some 
instances of the lengths to which treating is carried are astonishing, 
to say the least. There is always the hazard of lurking unpleasant- 
ness if a treat be forced upon a friend or acquaintance, and when 
a man happens to meet a lady of his acquaintance on a street 
car and pays her fare gratuitously, is not his action in fact a piece 
of impertinence? How does the person who cannot afford to return 
a treat feel about accepting one? The host would seem to be the 
only one possessing the right to treat, the guest to be the only proper 
recipient of such courtesies. If extending a deliberate invitation 
were the only means of earning the right to treat, there would 
be less of the indiscriminate and offhand.treating that forces 
obligations upon those who do not care to assume them or humiliates 
persons who find it impossible to return such favors. Popular 
opinion might deal with this matter so firmly that treating as a 
habit would be discouraged on the grounds of fair play, as well as 
propriety.

There is a distinguishing quality for the manufacturing cit 
in neat, commodious buildings, set off by well-kept lawns, With 
stately trees here and there. Great importance attaches to the rail 
road station, the approaches to it and the structures nearby, stamped 
with industry or sloth, according to their material and size: this 
because a municipality's supposed features, displayed there for every 
traveler to read as he may, usually determine the municipal reputa- 
tion for good looks, or their opposite. The ofdinary observer has 
small opportunity to assign each portion its due; the hasty glimpse 
suffices. Who has not viewed with rising disapprobation evidences 
of inadvertency on the part of railroads, property owners or municipal 
governments after the abolishment of some grade crossings? And. 
again, who has failed to note the neglect of both factory structures 
and grounds in numerous industrial centers? Are we not all impres- 
sionists ? 

It behooves local governments to watch the work and plans 
of corporations whose activities come within the municipal domain, 
dealing fairly in all respects but requiring observance of regulations 
protecting the taxpayers. But local governments cannot in f

overlook neglect on the part of individual citizens in matters whereof 
the outward show works against the best interests of the city. What 
any man does affects his brethren. It makes small difference 
whether the particular point is cleanliness, sightliness, harmony or 
utility. Neither the manufacturer, the railroad nor the citizen 
property-owner can properly avoid considering them. And the pub- 
lic is more and more the court that has jurisdiction in these matters. 


Wuat the immigrant learns after he arrives is fully as much 
to be considered as what he hasn't learned before he comes. The 
best thing to do for him and with him is to see that when he 
reaches here he is at least given a chance to get into good company. 
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THat Washington has.a higher standard of 
art redounds somewhat to the credit of the 
Taft administration. That is the construc- 
tion placed upon the acceptance of plans for 
three government buildings, because the 
members of the architectural board of award 
were unanimous in their decision. The new 
structures, costing $8,000,000, are the ones 
that will house the department of state, the 
depaftment of justice and the department of 
commerce and labor, as announced some time ago. Since the fine 
arts commission was created %n Washington by act of Congress, 
there has been no architectural project of such importance as this 
one. In the opinion of experts, it means the end of what is termed 
“freak art’ in the capital city. For that alone, perhaps, Americans 
should be eminently thankful. 

Those who know Washington have no misapprehensions regard- 
ing the mixed character of that city’s architecture. It is time that 
some element of consistency were injected into a situation which, 
artistically, is somewhat confused. If the erection of three build- 
ings of like appearance fairly starts the movement to make the 
capital more pleasing by subordinating a few of the glaring details 
to which visitors so often call attention, that is apparently enough 
to expect at first. Small beginnings frequently -have momentous 
results. 

Most interesting of the hopes based on this project ts the one 
implied in Secretary MacVeagh’s explanation that Washington has 
developed no individual type of architecture. He evidently expects 
that the three new buildings will exert a wide influence on the 
architecture of the country. Doubtless most patriotic Americans 
could express the same wish with ‘equal fervor. The national cap- 
ital naturally should furnish the other cities of the nation their 
object lessons in working out high standards. If Washington can 
influence cities to build more on the lines of beauty, continuity 
and permanency, the construction of these new homes for govern- 
ment departments will take on a significance for the country at large 
even more powerful than for Washington itself. 


Art Standard | 


In 1897 a group of Americans having at 
heart the welfare of American art, and with 
special reference to its culture in Rome, 
where many American artists, struggling 
and successful, known and ynknown, were 
constantly to be found, determined to estab- 
lish an American academy in that city which 
should be a center for them and, to some 
degree, a home. A charter was taken out 
in New York with this purpose in view, and 
among the incorporators were some of the best known painters and 
architects in the country. : 

Thanks to the energy of a few of the promoters, the academy 
has proved to be a great success. The King and Queen of Italy 
have .distinguished it by visiting its exhibitions. Henry Walters 
of Baltimore headed a subscription in its behalf with a contribution 
of $100,000. William K. Vanderbilt, Henry L. Higginson, J. 
Pierpont Morgan and other well-known and well-to-do Americans 
have given to it-liberally. Mr. Walters went even farther, and 
in. 1905 purchased for its use the Villa Mirafiore. It has lately 
been announced that the academy has moved into a new home, a 
villa on the top of the Janiculum, which has interesting historic 
associations. 

This building ranks as a palace in Rome, and was once occupied 
by Garibaldi. At that time it was known as the Villa Savorelli. 
Later it passed into the possession Of Mrs. Clara Jessup Heyland, 
daughter of Augustus Du Pont Jessup of Philadelphia, who willed 
it to the American academy. Mrs. Heyland in the meantime had 
changed its name to the Villa Aurelia, from the adjoining Aurelian 
road leading from Rome to the Mediterranean. 

The fact that the palace was once the residence of the great 
Italian patriot will give it additional interest in the eyes of all 
American visitors, but it is gratifying fo learn that the academy 
is basing its claims to recognition upon its own merits exclusively. 
That it has thus far acquitted itself highly is best evidenced by 
the fact that it has made warm and generous friends among the 
best artists and foremost lovers of art im the country for which 
it stands as representative.

There is no anti-football 
sentiment in the country, if what is meant Athletics 
is that the playing of football is objection- 
able because it may to the spectator seem 
rough. There is no sentiment in the coun- 
trv against anv of the so-called manly sports. What is objected 
to is that sometimes the sport itself becomes secondary to the 
roughness that little by little obtains a foothold in, and finally dom- 
inates, some of the best of the athletic games. 

It is in the interest of athletics that whenever the tendency 
toward roughness becomes too strong it shall be checked. No 
game among the popular games of our time is pecultarly adaptable 
to the methods of plavers who seem to derive more satisfaction 
from a display of strength than they do from a display. of skill. 
All games have suffered from the misbehavior of certain players. 
A game of croquet can be made relatively as obnoxious as a game 
of football by the introduction into it of practises that have nothing 
in common with true recreation or sport. 

When school teams, or college teams, or teams organized under 
any auspices, cannot meet in friendly contest, subject to the rules 
governing legitimate sport, the best service they can render ath- 
letics is to disband. Those who must assume responsibility for the 
conduct of school teams are acting entirely within their province, 
and entirely in accordance with public sentiment, when they inter- 
pose to prevent meetings that promise to bring disgrace rather than 
credit upon the pastimes of the day.
